LONDON 
group of British doctors 
working in Manchester 
have given an answer to the 
question: Should the patient 
sufferi from cancer be told 
the truth?

Long queues were lining 
up at just about that time 
in front of the bookshops 
of Moscow, Leningrad. Kiev 
and Odessa for a 30,000-copy 
edition of selected writings 
by Sholem Aleichem — also 
in Yiddish, As memorial 
plaques were affixed in houses 
where the writer had lived 
in Kiev and
